“Hag the ‘debunking’ of litera- 
ture been carried too far?” That 
was the subject discussed at the 
Authors’ Club last month’ when 
the guests of honour at dinner 
were Mr. C. Fletcher Cooke, 
President .of the ‘Cambridge 
Union, and Mr, Jan | Harvey. 
President of the Oxford Union. 
The Chairman was Mr. Dougins 
Jerrold, . 

Mr. Harvey anid that he was per- 
haps the only member of the ‘Ox- 
ford Union who had not ‘written 
a book. There were two lines af 
approach to the subject, they had 
chosen for discussion. There -was 
the line of literature for Htera- 
ture’s sake, and the other was 
literature and its, effects on every- 
day Wfe. : 

The literary cirele In Oxford to- 
day was practically . negligible. 
There wna a definitely Hterary Ox- 
ford but it had not a very en 
cournging place... One ef the great 
novelists of Oxford wrote a book 
in’ which the following: passage ap- 
peared: , 

“I was overcome with the troubles 


of the world, and I Jay down and 
then I went and had 1 bath, naked.” 


Ho did not know if the lady in} 


question was in the habit of having 
a bath in her bathing costume or 
not. . 


“ONLY HALF THE TRUTH” 


In discussing literature, he was 
bold enough to include the Press. 
The “Isis” was the. only , under- 
graduate paper in Oxford, Jt was. 
the maxim ofthe “Isis” that the, 
#reater the truth the greater the 
libel, and they had found that the 
xrenter the truth the more expen- 
give the libel. The charge concern- 
ing what appeared about the Dons 
worked out at n loss of £1 a line, 
and only half the truth was told. 

What he understood by “debunk- 
ing’ was mud-thrswing; it was a 
wild revolutionary type of criticism 
which was sometimes spectacular 
and amusing, but it was also dan- 
gerous. The tendency cf Oxford 
Journalism was to try to appeal to 
sofieone or something through 
abuse. It was, he admitted, amus- 
ing to be rude, but it was not valu- 
able criticism of Ht work. 

Mr. Harvey thought it was time 
they started Co build ay There 
was one who devoted his life to 
that work—one for whom he had 
great admiration, 

IIo referred to Mr. Kipling, and 
he believed that the nationalism 
Kipling preached _w the right 
nationalism. a aan 


JOHN KEATS'S PERIL 


..Mr, Fletcher Cocke said that Mr, 
IYarvey had referred to “debunk- 
ing’ as “wild and revolutionary 
If he were to look. at 
the word “debunk” Sn Murray's 
English Dictionary he would find 
the definition of the word was. "to 
remove false sentiment.”” . 

He agreed with his Oxford friend 
that we needed more construction. 
He held no brief for that autocratic 
criticism of the kind which nearly 
killed John Keats when applied to 
him by the Edinburgh reviewers. 
He regarded Mr. Harvey’s fear of 
too much criticism as lacking in the 
sense of the historical -process. 
Tastes did change. 

He read recently a ‘review by 
Henry, James of a novel by Anthony 
Troltope. ~ James’s main ground of 
criticism was that.Anthony Trol- 
lope had’ written about-characters 
who were below the leve] of the 
upper middie class. He thought 
somebody should “debunk” Henry 
James, 

Mr, Guy Boas. said the question 
of “debunking” was not a new one, 
It was as old as literature, for was 
not Euripides accused of “debunk- 
ing” the gods? Chaucer and Fal- 
E were debunkers. Con- 
structive: satire, he held,; must be 
carefully differentinted from mud- 
slinging. :

Get Employment 
In Archaeology 


. Chester, Mar. 10. 

Excavations on the ancient en- 
campment of Maiden Castle at 
Bickerton near here are not only 
unravelling the 
strands of Britain’s history, but 


| have also been providing work for 


jobless in pleasant surroundings. 


The work‘has been carried out 
by the Bickerton Camp Scheme 
and in continuation of trial ex- 
cavations in 1934 by Mr. W. J. 


Varley of the Liverpool University © 


School of Geography. It was Mr. 
Varley who saw that it might be 
possible to add to the archacologi- 
cal value of the excavation work 
by giving a number of unemploy- 
gd men a working holiday in open- 
air conditions. 


Threo Camps Arranged

PENSIONS BURDEN 


Then, kook at the. 
The amount of pensions pald in a 
year roso from $6 3,000.00 odd in 
1924, to tho sum of $1,810,000.00 in 
tho Estimates for 1036, I do mot 
know: whether Government has over 
obtained actuarial assistance in com- 
puting the potential Yobillty of the 
Colony for pensions in respect of tho 
existing Civil Establishment, but I 
shudder to think what this figure will 
be, say, In ten years’ time, as the 
pensions payable already amount to 
nearly $2,000,000.00 a yeart 

In my submiasion, what Govern- 
ment should do is to attempt to 
tackle the present financial position 
by business methods: in other words, 
by taking stock of the whole financial 
porition and adjusting its expenditure 

relation to its income, or probable 
Income, for the present, and the ycars 
to come. To introduce the wholesale 
reduction in the salaries of civil scr 
yants avowodly as a tempornry men- 
suro In at bext a makeshift arrange- 
ment which cannot afford a final 
‘solution. “ 

It may well be, that too sudden or 
too drastic a reduction in personnel 
must necessarily impnir to rome ¢x- 
tent the exlating high efficiency of the 
Administration, But just as it would 
be rulcidal for on business concern 
atrive to attain tho ideal of efficiency 
without taking due heed of bnank- 
ruptcy, so I submit Government must 
restrict its cost .of Administration 
within the Hmitx of tho Colony’s 
enpacity to pay. 

I submit therefore that Government 
should not engage any more persons 
on storling basis without consulting 
this Council; that no vacancy should 
be filled without similar consultation; 
that facilities be given to all officers 
recently recruited and not absolutely 
indispensable to leave the Service 
without subjecting the Colony to any 
liability to pensions, and that a real 
effort be made to utilise local talent, 
such os qualificd doctors from the 
University of Hongkong, etc.’ But in 
thin connection I would like to make 
one suggestion. 


BRIBERY DANGER 


For the sake of the reputation of 
the Government Servive bribery or 
other irregular practice must be 
stamped out, and I venture to think 
that all new men employed: should be 
ongagod on the clear and distinct basis 
that their scrvice is liable to be 
terminated if the Governor in Council, 
after enquiry, should be of the. opin- 
ion that thelr continuance in office 
is detrimental to tho interests of the 
Colony. Indeed, I consider that thiz 
rule should apply to the whole Ser- 
vice... I sny this becauac, to my mind, 
and having regard to local conditions, 
it is quite futile to- axpoct that, 
Kenera ly “apeaking;-such- evidence of 
bribery or corruption will be forth- 
coming nt will secure a verdict of 
guilt in a Court of Law. I do -not 
seo why, when the Government wishes 
to dispense with the services of an 
undesirable employee, there should be 
required the same proof of guilt xs" 
would secure 2 conviction in a Court 
of Justice, All servants of tho Gov- 
ernment should know that they must 
be. above suspicion of any corrupt 
practice, and I eannot sce why they 
should de retained if.the Governor in 
Council, after careful enquiry, should 
havo reasonablo ground for thinkin 
that such practice has been committed, 
even in the absence of such proof as 
ia necessary In a Court of Justice, 

I submit that the question as to 
what constitutes proof of guilt in a 
criminal prosecution, and the question 
an to what are the cireumstances under 
which an employer should be entitled 
to terminate © contract of service, 
are entire iferent, and shou 
ba confused. een ig ity 

To my mind the Civil Sorvico is 
not only overstaffed, but in many

large a staff af, Subordinate OMiccra

"MEDICAL MATTERS 


Firstly, in regard to the Medical 
Department, I notice (at pages 30 
and 31 of the Staff List which has 
recently been printed and sont by 
the Government to the Unofficial 
Members) that no, less than 7 out 
of the 10 Eurnapean Medical Officer's, 
connected with the Hospital - Division 
of the Medical Department, with 
aniarica rising from, £700 to £1,180 
per annum, thave been appointed 
since the Ist, January, 1930. 1 con- 
jecture that part-of that large in- 
creare in the Hospital Medical Staff 
jn owing to the Government having, 
about five yenrs ago, giver to .all 
Civil. Servants, right up to the 
Governor, tho rivilego of free 
Government Medica} attendance ‘in 
their own homes. — That privilege 
was formerly confined to Subordinate 
OMcers, whilst the Senior Officers 
had to resort to and pay for the 
services of Doctors in private firms. 
In this connection I have been in, 
formed that the fees received by on 
private firm of Doctors from _Senior 
Civit’ Servants In the year 1931 
amounted to $9,141, but thave, in tho 
year 1935, fallen to $2,107, 

Whilst private practitioners § are 
being hard hit by the above new policy 
of the Government, which occasions 
inerensod expense to tho tax-payers 
of this‘Colony for salary, housing, 
lenve-pay, and pensions, and, there- 
fore, ought as a new policy to. have 
been submitted to this Council for its 
approval, those practitioners are rigid. 
yy. and, as we think, wrongly, excluded 
rum every” part-of-the-Government 
Hospitals, except the maternity wards 
of the Victoria and Kowloon Hospitals, 
and thus aro debarred, in the malority 
of cases, from attending upon 200 
of their patients who go into Govern- 
ment Hospitals, We urge strongly 
that such exclusion should. be 
abolished, 

Wo have been informed that it Is 
part of the policy of the Honourable 
the Director of Medical’and Sanitary 
Services for the Government to take 
over (at the expense of the tax- 
payers) all the Medical Services of 
this Colony and to drive eventually 
‘the private . practitioners out of 
business by the. Government compote 
Ing with them. We shall be gind to 
learn - from Dr... Wellington, os a 
Member of this Council, whether our 
above information is substantially 
correct. Surely it, would bo possible 
for the Government: to arrange for 
contracts with a firm of doctors, os 
js done by business people now, .and 
to savo public money by 50 doing; 
the choice. of doctora ta be left to 
pationts: ta decide. ae 

‘Of course it {s conceded that, owing 
to the increase, during recent years, 
of accommodation at the Kowloon 
Hospital, some increase - in” the 
Government Hospital Medical staff 
was nocessary, but we contend that 
such: increase. certainly, did not justify 
the engagement of so many aos seven 
additional. European Doctors in the 
Hospital’ Division of the Medical De- 
partment. ca .
